Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Pres 

ident of each Board of Education, and of 
the Clerk of each Board of District Trustees 
in the State of California, to cause to be 
posted three notices of this law in the most 
public places in the city, or city or county, 
or in the school district, or published in one 
newspaper therein for three weeks, in the 
month of June, in each year, the expense 
of each publication to be paid out of the 
School Funds of such city, or city and 
county, or school district, as the case may 
require. 
Sec. 8. In case any parent, guardian, 
or other person shall fail to comply with the 
provisions of this act, said parent, guardiaa, 
or other person shall be deemed guilty of e 
misdemeanor, and shall be liable to a fine 
of not more than twenty dollars; and for the 
second and each subsequent offense the fine 
shall not be less than twenty dollars nor 
more than fifty dollars; and the parent, 
guardian, or ouher person so convicted, 
shall pay all costs. Each such fine shall be 
maid to the Clerk of the proper Board of 
education, or of the District Trustees. 

Sec. 4. And it shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of each Board of Education and of 
each Board of District Trustees, on com 
plaint of any teacher or taxpayer, to prose- 
cute all offenses occurring under the provi 
sions of this act; and any Clerk neglecting 
to prosecute such offense within ten days 
after a written notice has been served on 
him by any teacher or taxpayer within the 
limits of the authority ef said Board, unless 
the person so complained of shall be ex 
cused by the proper School Board, shall 


| be himself liable to a fine of not less than 


twenty dollars nor more than fifty dollars, 
which fine shall be prosecuted for in the 
name of the people of the State of Califer 
nia, and the five so collected shall be paid 
over to the Clerk of the Board of Education 
or Trustees of the proper city, or city and 
county, or school district, to be accounted 
for as in section three of this act; and in 
case such prosecution fail, the expenses 
thereof shall be paid out of the Schoo!

They have evaded 
the question of their mght to main- 
tain an Evening High School giving 
an apparent success and stepping-stone to 
the enemies of higher public education. 
They have done nothing to establish the 
School of Practical Chemistry authorized 
by law. Gen, Dix’s letter, published else. 
where, sounds very like a rebuke which 
they must share with the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The injury worked by the very 
low average of assistants’ salaries to Primary 
schools has been either overlooked by them 
or deliberately disregarded. The appro- 
priation for a comprehensive scheme for 
improving the ventilation of the schools 
has produced no result. *And now on top 
of all this, on May 11 an act was passed 
authorizing, empowering and directing the 
board, on or before January 1, 1875, to 
make provision for the enforced attendance 
of children not attending school, and noth- 
ing is yet done about it. 

There will be no regular meeting of the 
board before September next, and none of 
these subjects have as yet been acted on. 
It is not necessary to go far for the reason. 
Two-thirds of the committee business migh 
be safely delegated to the paid officers of 
the board, with in some cases a guarded 
right of appeal. This routine business, in 
which after all the Superintendents and In- 
spectors in nine cases out of ten virtually 
decide the committee’s action, being re 
moved, more time would be left for the 
consideration of thuse more general duties | 
of direction for which the Board is 1n-! 
tended, and to which it must more and 
more confine itself. More time, too, will 
be left for that personal inspection of and 
contact with the schools which it is so very 
important the members of the Board of 
Education should have, so that they may 
see at first hand the workings of the system 
and its deficiencies. So well has the system 
of an unpaid board, supervising and con- 
trolling, worked, that we should be unwil- 
ing to see it abandoned, but it is evident 
that it must be modified in the direction 
we have intimated. In part this can be| 
done under the present law, ard where it} 
cannot be done a modification of the law! 
should be secured.

THE NEW YORK NORMAL COLLEGE. 





There are now employed in the New 
York Public Schools about 2,300 teachers, 
2,100 of whom are females. This large 
body of instructors is subject to fluctua- 
tions. About 300 leave the occupation of 
teaching annually. The deficiency thus 
created becomes a serious cbstacle in the 
progress and efficiency of the New York 
Schools, and the perception of the defect 
gave rise to various expedients, chiefly the 
Saturday Normal School. This, however, 
was only an alleviation, not a cure. A 
Daily Normal School—the germ of this— 
was established in 1856, but it survived 
only three years. The State of New York 
had, in 1846, we believe, established its 
first Normal School at Albany, which, | 
under the magical hands of David P. Page, 
had sent forth a band of the truest and best 
teachers ever known in the Empire State. 

In 1869 the Board of Education of the 
City of New York established the present 
Normal College. A block of land on the 
east side of Central Park, between Sixty- 
eighth and Sixty-ninth streets, was selected 
for the site, commanding in many respects, 
and perhaps the best to be found, but at 
present high up in New York. The archi- 
tect for the Board of Education, Mr. D. I. 
Stagg, devised the plan for the present 
buildings, and he is entitled to credit for 
his skill in constructing an editice so well 
adapted as this seems to be for the purpose 
for which it was designed. Last year, in 
September, the pupils were transferred 
from the temporary roomsin Fourth street, 
just east of Broadway,to the new structure, 
amid much rejoicing, and in October of the 
same year the dedicatory services occurred. 

The entire cost of the building has been 
$350,000—the furniture and other applian- 
ces cost $40,000. 

Four hundred students have been already | 
graduated up to the present year, many of 
whom are now teaching in the public schools 
with success and efficiency. We publish | 
elsewhere the names of the graduates—one | 
hundred and eighty-four in number—of the 
present year. 

Thomas Hunter, the able and gifted presi- 
dent, brings to his labor a skill and knowl- 
edge derived from a long and practical ac- | 
quaintance with the New York city system | 
of schools, having been principal for many 
years of Public School No. 35, in Thirteenth 
street. Here he was recognized as being 
more than a master. He therefore deserves | 
the high reputation he has, having won it 
on the field of action, 

The Normal College has friends and ene- 
mies. Perhaps there wasa time when these 
were about equal, but the work in the col- 
lege by the instructors, and best of all the 
skill exhibited by the graduates, their | 
thorough training, their modest demeanor | 
and their evident faith in the institution it- | 
self has wroughta great change. And now 
it is not too much to say that the Normal | 
College is as firm a part of the system of | 
public schools as any primary or grammar | 
school in the city. This is indeed cheering 
to the friends of Normal instruction every- 
where.
